I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  195 A  on  the  health 


of  the  Totnes  Rural  District* 

The  live  "birth  rate  was  1A»0  per  1,000  estimated  resident  population 
as  compared  with  12*5  in  1953,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  "being  15,2 
The  infant  mortal iry  rate  was  5*2  per  1  ,000  live  "births,  as  compared 
with  22,8  in  1953,  the  figure  for  England  and  Rales  "being  26, 

The  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  per  1  ,000  live  "births  was  5*6  . 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  was  1.6e1  per  1,000  estimated  resident 
population,  the  figure  for  1953  "being  16,3  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  11,3 


The  comparability  factor  for  Births  was  1  .16  giving  a  corrected  birth  rate 
of  16, 2  A. 

The  comparability  factor  for  Deaths  was  ,75  giving  a  corrected  death 
rate  of  12*1, 

The  difference  between  16*1  crude  death  rate  and  12.1  corrected  death 
rate  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  population  at  Moorliaven  Hospital  of  people 


not  normally  resident  in  the  area.

The  villages  of  Go  abb e,  Scoriton  and  Michel combe  are  still  supplied 
from  Lakemoor  and  Michel comb e ,  Tlie  supply  is  adequate  as  regards  both  quality 
and  quantity.

The  old  village  now  lias  servers  and  the  houses  W.C’s.  The  sewage  from 
the  village  is  pumped  to  the  Paignton  tunnel  sewer.  The  Broadsands  Estate 
is  sewered  By  gravity  to  the  Paignton  sever.  The  old  village  of  Galmpton  1ms 
severs  and  a  sewage  disposal  plant.  Some  newly  developed  areas  are  drained  to 
an  individual  septic  tank  for  each  house.

During  the  year,  two  slaughterhouses  in  UgBorough  parish  were  licensed 
(one  Being  at  Moorhaven  Ho  spited.)  also  one  at  Galmpton  and  two  at  South  Brent 
and  one  at  Dartington.  Nearly  all  of  the  animeds  slaughtered  have  Been  inspected 
and  the  proportion  of  unfit  meat  has  Been  surprisingly  small. 

I  have  protested  against  the  licensing  of  slaughter  houses  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulation  195A«  Three  slaughter  houses  do  not 
comply  Y/ith  Part  11  Section  9  •

convert  then  into  one  lias  "been  accepted.  There  3ms  he  an  an  increase  in  the 
Improvement  Grant  applications  during  the  year.
